SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Included in the examination and audit were the accounts 
and records of the Board of Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax Col- 
lector, Town Clerk, Baldwin Trust Fund Income Account, 
Water Department, Trustees of Trust Funds and the North 
Stratford and Laura P. Johnson Library Accounts. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


Comparative Balance Cheets: December 31, 1967-December 
31, 1968: (Exhibit A-1) 

Comparative Balance Sheets as of December 31, 1967 and 
December 31, 1968, are presented in Exhibit A-1. As _ indi- 
cated therein, the Surplus increased by $84.64 in 1968. Inas- 
much as there were no outstanding long term notes or bonds, 
the Balance Sheet Surplus of $34,613.90 represented the Cur- 
rent Surplus (excess of total assets over current liabilities) 
as of December 31, 1968. 

Analysis of Change in Financial Condition: (Exhibit A-2) 

An analysis of the change in financial condition of the 
Town during the year is made in Exhibit A-2. The factors 
which caused the change are indicated therein. 

Comparative Statements of Appropriations and Expenditures—

Comparative statements of appropriations and expendi- 

tures, estimated and actual revenues for the fiscal year 

ended December 31, 1968, are presented in Exhibits A-3 and 

A-4. As indicatd by the budget summary (Exhibit A-4), a 

net unexpended balance of appropriations of $8,524.11, plus a 

revenue surplus of $2,190.66 resulted in a net budget surplus 

of $10,714.77. 
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Summary Statement of Receipts and Expenditures: 
(Exhibit B-1) 

A’ summary statement of receipts and expenditures for 
the fiscal:: year ended December 31, 1968, made up in ac- 
cordance with the uniform classification of accounts, is in- 
cluded in Exhibit B-1. Proof of the Treasurer’s balance as of 
December 31, 1°68, as indicated in Exhibit B-2. 

| AUDIT PROCEDURE 

The accounts and records of all town officials charged 
with the custody, receipt and disbursement of public funds 
were examined and audited. Vouchers and cancelled. checks 
were compared with supporting invoices and payrolls as 
well as entries in the books of record. Receipts were checked 
by source insofar as possible and totals of receipts and ex- 
penditures verified. Book balances were verified by com- 
parison with reconciled bank balances made from. statements 
submitted by depository banks. Verification of uncollected 
taxes was made by mailing notices to delinquent taxpayers 
as indicated by the Collector’s records. The amounts of un- 
collected and unredeemed taxes as indicated in this report 
are therefore subject to any changes which may be necessi- 
tated by the return of verification notices. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 
Tax Sales: 
It is noted that as of December 31, 1968, there were un- 
collected property taxes on account of the levies of 1967 and 
prior years as follows: ea

In the connection as previously stated in the 1966 audit 
report, attention again is called to the law which requires 
that all real estate upon which there is delinquent taxes shall 
be advertised and sold at a Collectors’ sale before the date on 
which the Town’s lien expires, i.e., one year from October 
1st following the date of assessment. 

Abatements: 

It was disclosed that during the year abatements were 
entered on the tax warrant without written authorization from 
the selectmen. All abatement orders should be signed by 
the Board of Selectmen. 

Delinquent Taxes: 

The uncollected taxes as of December 31, 1968 includes 
many delinquent accounts. One account goes as far back 
as twenty years. Including these uncollectible taxes on the 
Balance Sheet does not reflect the true picture of the Town’s 
financial condition. 

It is recommended that the Selectmen and the Tax Col- 
lector examine these uncollected lists, and that such taxes 
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thereon as appears to be uncollectible be abated by the 
Board. 
Libraries: 

The two libraries—North Stratford Library and the Laura 
P. Johnson Library—should record their receipts and expen- 
ditures in columnar journals with sufficient classification to 
readily reflect the results of operations in the preparation 
of annual reports. 

Conclusion: 

The provisions of Chapter 184 of the Laws of 1955, require 
that this report or the summary of findings and recommen- 
dations (letter of transmittal) shall be published in the next 
annual report of the Town.

HIGHWAY SAFETY COMMITTEE 


With the alarming rise of highway fatalities and injuries, 
the Federal Government took positive action in 1966 by pass- 
ing the National Motor Vehicle Safety Act and the National 
Highway Safety Act; the latter establishing sixteen standards 
that individual states and their local communities would be 
required to meet. Federal funds have been made available to 
the states to develop safety programs at the local levels... 

With this in mind more than 200 communities were asked 
to form small highway safety committees. 

Each committee was to study the needs of its community 
relative to these standards and develop a project that would 
promote some phase of the safety program where the need 
appeared to be the greatest. 

Stratford has such a committee which worked Ane with 
the office of the Highway Safety Agency in Concord. Through 
the cooperation of this agency’s coordinator, Mr. Walter F. 
Mead, a project was decided upon, submitted to the necessary 
agencies and approved. All that is left for its completion is 
the necessary appropriation to be approved by the voters at 
the Town Meeting on March 10, 1970. 

It was the concensus of the committee that whereas an 
ambulance service had already been established and there 
was a definite need for its continuance we provide the neces- 
sary equipment to meet ambulance standards complete with 
radio equipment to provide communication between the am- 
bulance and hospitals. This service will be in effect some 
time in early 1970. | 

Also, a first aid course be provided for ambulance person- 
al, fire department members, mill and school personnel with 
recommendations for ambulance personnel to take an advanced 
first aid course. 

The local New Hampshire Highway Safety Committee in- 
cludes Wilson McMann, Roger Hunt, Raymond Savage, Anita 
Marshall, Everett Morrison, Jon Emerson, and Leslie Blod- 
gett.

REPORT OF THE TOWN PLANNING BOARD 
For The Year 1969 


The major activity of the Town Planning Board has con- 

cerned the availability of a suitable source of water for the 
southern part of the Town. A number of possible sources 
have’ been explored. One source which was thought to be ap- 
propriate was to be test-drilled, but the owner refused to sell. 
Another source, which is available, has been questioned by 
the State Board of Health because of chloride content. Other 
potential sources are under investigation, but no positive 
results can be reported or brought to the consideration of the 
Town at this time. 
.. Preparation of a ‘‘Master Plan’ has been purposely de- 
layed pending interim reports from the Coos Six Project, to 
which the Town has subscribed. This is a general study being 
conducted by Dickson Associates which is to provide informa- 
tion on land use and housing, an inventory of Town character- 
istics, and a map of the Town. A draft report is expected 
from the consulting firm, after sith the Board will begin 
work on the Master Plan.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Undoubtedly, the developments relative to the status of 
our supervisory union organization have been the number 
one concern this year. The latest action by the State Board 
of Education is as follows: 

“That Supervisory Union No. 58 (Northumberland) 
remain as is for the school year 1970-71, on condition that 
at least two additional professionals be added to the 
supervisory union staff (as voted by the Supervisory 
Union Board on October 6, 1969), such additional staffing 
not eligible for state support.’’ 

The action by the local union board appeared to be the 
only action that could be taken to keep the union (No. 58—~— 
Stratford, Northumberland and Stark) in its present form. 
The State Department of Education had earlier recommended 
that Northumberland and Stark become a part of Union No. 
35 (White Mountains Supervisory Union) and that Stratford 
become a part of Union No. 7 (Colebrook). 

The choice has now been left to the voters of the three 
districts. If the citizens vote to add the additional personnel, 
the present arrangement will continue, otherwise the union 
will undoubedly be dissolved. 

Another development which has already had an _ unfor- 
tunate effect on our current budget has been the abrupt 
and substantial decrease in State Foundation Aid. For the 
school year 1968-69 Stratford received $23,071.54 and the pro- 
jected receipts for 1970-71 are $5,177.80. This large drop in 
receipts has caused a marked impact on the revenue to be 
raised from local taxation. One of the main reasons for this 
change is that some other areas of the state have experi- 
enced such a large increase in school enrollments and their 
property valuation growths have not kept pace. If the state 
had sufficient funds to fully implement the present formula, 
Stratford wolud receive in excess of $50,000. 

To look at the positive side, our total program has been 
strengthened by the implementing of guidance services grades 
1-12. The true value and worth of these services will not be 
fully realized for several years when the results can be 
realistically evaluated. Vocational guidance for the secondary 
students is only a small although important part of these 
services. Diagnostic testing and interpreting of results into 
programs that really meet the needs of the individual stu- 
dents at all levels is probably the most important. Add _ to 
this personal counseling and the informational services that 
are of value to everyone and we have a truly well-rounded 
program.

Our union received a substantial federal grant under 
Title III, ESEA, for the education of handicapped children. 
This project provides for a special class as well as diagnostic 
and corrective aid to many students in our union on a consullt- 
ing basis. 

We have also been very fortunate to have the services 
of a teacher’s aide (employed by Operation Mainstream). This 
service has been of extreme value to the school and is one 
which we hope to be able to continue. 

Under the leadership of the Principal, Mr. Roger Good- 
son, and his staff we are attempting to reorganize the 
curriculum to provide more offerings and class groupings 
which will better meet the needs of students at all levels 
of achievement. 

Mr. Goodson with excellent cooperation from his staff 
has strengthened the activities program of the school. This 
is a very important step in increasing student involvement 
and developing a feeling of belonging and being a part of 
the group. 

The parents and citizens are to be complimented on their 
excellent attendance and support at the ‘‘Open House”’ this 
fall, and at the other school activities. 

The school board is recommending that the students 
Grades 1-6 at the Hollow School be transported to North 
Stratford and the Hollow School building be made available 
for a school year Head Start Program and/or the Special 
Educational Program. This step would also make it possible 
to have a full-time certified science teacher at North Strat- 
ford and still employ one less teacher than we now have. 

I personally would like to take this opportunity to thank 
the school board, the staff and the citizens of Stratford for 
their assistance and cooperation since I took over this position 
last May.
